William Jones. Gen. Liddell aud Mr. Jouce 
were prowipent citizens and planters of Uata- 
hboula perish, and the collision which has 
cnded in the death of the former is the sequel, 
or more correelly 6 ove of the couse- 
quepees of the homicide of Mr. John Nixon 
apd the eflgir which broegh(t about (he boml- 
cide. 

To give our readers an understanding of the 
causes which led to these lamentable ovcur- 
rences, We musigo beck some years to allade 
1o w bitter family feud which existed on Blick 
river between the families of Liddell and 
Jones, and which it would seem has brokea 
out afresh whee it had almost been forgottea 
by the community. At the time we speak of, 
the people of Catahoula parish were veariy 
equally divided as partisans of the respeetive 
iumaliies, but latterly there had been no ove. 
sion for any demonstration of this kiod, as the 
hostility appeared to have died away, ani it 
Was pot antit a recent aggression on the part 
of Cal. Jongg toward Gen, Liddell that tue vid 
wound waé reopened. 

That two respectable citizens like Mr. Nixon 
and Gen. Liddell could meet their death ia the 
way they have dove without an explanation 
of the causes which led to it, is im ible, 
aud we have, therefore, taken the trouble to 
make careful inquiry of respectable parties 
who have been cogpizant of the relations be- 
tween Col. Jones aud Gen. Liddell, and of the

ESQUIRE THOMAS SHELTON, 


Death of the Most 
of His Section. 
[From the Maysville Bulletin, Feb. 17.) 

After an Ulmess of about three weeks 
E+ quire Shelton died at his residence ia Ab- 
erdcen, on Tuecday night last, at the udvaaced 
age of ninety-fuar years. 
Staflord county, Virginia, in 1776, and ia 
about 1812 emigrated to this county. In 
1216 he was elected a Justice of the Peace for 


Brown county, Ohio, which office he held |

He was perbaps the most remarkable man of 
his eection from the fact that he has offi- 
ciated at the solemvizat.ion of more mear- 
riaves than any persoa in the United States. 
it has been estimated that he has united in 
Sogees of wedlock over four thousand 
couples, or eight thousand persons. Hun- | 
dreds of young people from this State, whose , 
perents were unfavoralle to their plans, have 
flown to the old ‘‘squire,"’ and found his ser 
vices an efficient remedy for their misfor 
tunes. He always claimed that the majority 
of his marriages were happily made, aot if 
they turned out to the coutrary he consoled 
bimeelf with the reflection that his own part 
wos well done and he was not to blame. The 
old gentleman, for many years previous to 
bis death, had a peculiar passion for buying 
and trading watches, and it was said . 
of him that he seldom made ® good trade. 
He has purchased as many o8 six watches 
in one week, and has traded them off tor 
other watches witbiu the next week. He was 
a zealous and life-long Democrat, taking great | 
interest in toe progress and prosperity of bis 
pesty. and never voting any other ticket. He 
vad many generous impulses, aod the mem 
bers of his family and his neighbors were 
much attached to him. 

His funeral will take place from the Biptist 
church in Aberdeen, at 9'¢ o'clock this morn 
ing, after which he wil) be b ht to this 
sice and buried beside hia wife, on the farm of 
Mr. Kerr, below this eltr.

Domesticated Denkeys. 


A subject of inquiry by no means unin- | 


teresting, and certainly instructive, is that 
of the period of domestication of once 
wild animals. Who firgt tamed dogs? 
cats taken from their Liger- 
t homes of men? Who 
eseed the first draught-horse or first 
ers across adonkey? This last 
question has been made the subject of a 
communication to the Paris Ai ademy ot 
It appears that Professor 
()wen, returning from Egypt some months 
k pointed out, as one tact of hia ob 
ons horses and 
sent from the numerous and ‘ areful repre 
sentations of Egyptian life and usages, as 
these were some four thousand years he- 
fore era: and he inferred that the 
founders of Egyptian civilization, if they 
came trom a try whe solipe les 
abounded, immigrated at an epoch ante 
rior to the sub) gation and domestication 
of these animals. Now, an Egyptologist 
takes exception to this conclusion, so far 
as the ass is concerned, for he cites an 
abundance of monumental evidence to 
prove that this quadruped was universally 
employed in Egypt and Syria as a beast of 
burden, from the most distant times to 
which graphic records and mural paintings 
refer. With the horse, matters are differ 
ent. there ia no evidence of its use in the 
countries to the southeast of the Euphra- 
tes, up to the time when the shepberd-kings 
were dominant, or some sixteen centuries 
before our era. The high antiquity of the 
donkey's office ought to enhance our re 
spect for him, and our appreciation of his 
patience under bondage and burthen. For 
six thousand years, at least, has his race 
been persecuted. Is his present dejected 
condition, then, a thing to wonder at”

Many 
an intemperate man looks back to the 
day: of comparative freedom from this 
vice of intemperance, to days which he 
feels can never return tohim. 

_ My second argument is founded on the 
fact that many individeals, and many 
communities, have for many years ab- 
stained from all that can intoxicate. Sach 
individuals enjoy as good health, can 
perform as much labor, endure as much 
fatigue, are as industriots, and in every 
Tespect as good citizens as those who par- 
take even moderately ef the cap of in- 
toxication. I preferto state my argument 
in this form, Lecause no man will seriously 
attempt to controvert it. The statement 
might in truth and justice be made much 
stronger. Further, there have been in- 
stances of men, who, by intem ce, 
have been reduced to the lowest depths of 
degradation, and by she efforts of friends 
bave been rec laimed, and by a& course 
abstinence have regained their health 
and respectability, and become useful 
members of society. The aniform teeti- 
mony of such is that stimalating drinks 
are “evil and only evil and that continual.
